COMPROMISE 


Silverites May Accept 
Another Ratio. 


The House Caucus Adopts Some 
Resolutions 


Making No Claims for the 
16 tol. 


This Omission is Regarded as 
Significant. 


The Proposed New Senator from Wyoming— 
Alleged Discrepancy in the President's 
Utterances—Senate Adjourns 
Without Action.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Developments today 
have been such as to give promise of an 
early discussion of the silver question 
in the two houses of Congress. 

The Democratic Senators, after a 
caucus lasting several hou found 
themselves absolutely unable to agree 
upon any line of action, and finally 
adjourned until a later day, the inten- 
tion of the Senate being to adjourn 
from tomorrow until Monday, in order 
to give an opportunity for the fullest 
informal discussion among the Senators 
of both parties before entering upon 
legislation. in the failure of the Demo- 
crats to agree upon any party policy, 
the advocates of the repeal of the 
Shermah law find great encourage- 
ment. 

The free coinage men of the House 
held a caucus today and adopted a 
resolution which will be a revelation 
to the ultra free coinage men of the 
West, but it will be a tower of strength 
to those who are fortifying themselves 
against the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman purchasing act. 

The resolution is regarded as a mas- 
terly stroke on the part of the silver 
men, as it practically abandons the 
ratio of 16 to 1, and agrees to accept 
such compromise ratio as will maintafh 
the parity bétween gold and silver, and 
implies that the most vigorous efforts 
will be made to induce the radical sil- 
ver men of the far West to yield to the 
judgment of the more conservative free 
coinage men of the country. 


HOUSE CAUCUS. 


Its Proceedings Satisfactory to the Free 
nage Men. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The hall of the 
House was closed shortly before noon 
today, and the friends of free silver 
began their caucus. The attendance 
was small. Up to 12:30 o’clock not 
more than fifty members made their 
appearance. The door-keepers were in- 
structed to notify each one who ap- 
plied for admission that the meeting 
was confined to “free coinage” mem- 
bers. 

Before the caucus met, Mr. Bland 
said that the purpose for which it had 
been called was to organize the silver 
forces and appoint committees to pre- 
pare generally for the struggle before 
them. To the suggestion that some sil- 
ver men would not attend the caucus 
for the reason that they did not want, 
thereby, to seem to separate thtm- 
selves from their respective parties, 
Mr. Bland responded that it was not 
expected that much aid or comfort was 
to be derived from those who had not 
the courage of their convictions. 

“There may be many scalps taken 
by the people before this fight is over,” 
continued the apostle of silver. ‘There 
are men here representing free silver 
constituencies who are panic-stricken 
and ready to yield to the clamor 
against silver. The people are not so 
affected. They will look upon the mat- 
ter dispassionately when it is ended, 
and ask their representatives what 
ailed them. 

“The people do not consider the at- 
tack upon the Sherman law as sincere, 
nor is it to them a question of the first 
importance. They look upon it as a 
fight between the gold men and the 
bimetallists, and while they would not 
be willing to see the present laws re- 
lating to coinage unconditionally re- 
pealed, what they want, first of all, is 
the free coinage of silver—that’s the 
main question.” 

The discussion in oaucus developed 
the fact that there were present some 
not tied to the 16 to 1 ratio. A motion 
was made looking to the preparation of 
a. bill by which the Sherman law should 
be repealed, and the free coinage of 
silver, at a ratio with gold to be agreed 
upon, be provided for. The discussion 
developed that the ratio of 20 to 1 
would be acceptable to those who felt 
that the old. ratio should be changed. 

At 1:30 p.m., no conclusion was 
reached. It was noticeable that the 
attempt to draw to the caucus the 
members of both parties was a failure, 
for but one Republican member, Mr. 
Bowers of California, joined in the de- 
liberations of the silver men. Mr. Cul- 
berson of Texas acted as chairman of 
the caucus, which is the first of its 
kind held in the House for several 
years. The Populists were represented 
by Jerry Simpson and Mr. Kem of 
Nebraska. Speeches were made by 
Messrs. Culberson of Texas, Bland, 
Craig 
and Bailey of Texas; Simpson of Kan- 
sas, Oates and Bankhead of Alabama, 
Bryan of Nebraska, Sibley of Pennsyl- 
vania, Boatner and Blanchard of Louis- 
jana, and others, all in support of the 
object for which the caucus had been 
called. 

The 
adopted: 

‘‘Resolved, that we will support a 
bill repealing the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman act, and concurrently pro- 
viding for the free and untrammeled 
coinage of silver with full legal tender 
quality, and of such ratio as will pro- 
vide and maintain the parity between 
gold and silver. 

“Be it further resolved, that a com-

time comes. 

The caucus then adjourned. 

Mr, Bland Stated, after the caucus, 
that it had been in every respect satis- 
factory to the friends of free silver 


THE CLOSURE. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9—‘There may 
be an attempt,”’ said Representative 
Harter, one of the leading anti-silver- 
ites, before the méeting of the caucus 
this morning, “on the part of a few 
radical silver advocates to delay the 
inevitable simply for delay. If their 
opposition Shall prove to be purely for 
obstructive purposes, there will be no 
trouble in securing the signatures of a 
large majority of the Democrats to a 
request from the Committee on Rules 
to report the closure."’ 


SENATE CAUCUS. 


Failure to Reach a Contiusion Regarding 
Any Policy. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Nearly every Demo- 
cratic Senator was present at the party 
caucus this morning, to decide, if pos- 
sible, on the plans of party action rela- 
tive to silver discussion. The meeting 
developed as wide a divergence of views 
as that between the wings of the party 
on free silver coinage, and when the 
for Senate to assemble ar- 
mg had been accomplished, 
on; adj aint was taken until after 
the Senate adjourned for the day. 

Free silver Democrats at once held a 
conference with free silver Republi- 
cans, and the result was soon evident, 
for the latter voted with the Demo 
crats for adjournment of the Senate 
without the transaction of business. 
re caucus then immediately reassem- 

ed. 

After two hours’ session, the caucus 
adjourned without reaching a conclu- 
sion as to a line of policy. There was 
a strong difference of opinion on the 
silver question, and the caucus ad- 
journed to meet again in a few days. 
Meanwhile, the subject of silver repeal 
will not figure in the Senate, for the 
purpose is to adjourn from tomorrow 
till Monday. 

Immediately after the adjournment 
of the caucus, Senator Gorman called 
into consuit&tion Senators Blackburn, 
Gray, Ransom, Voorhees and Cock- 
rell. Although Senator Gorman had 
not made his appointments at the 
time of the consultation, their pres- 
ence gave color to the expectation 
that they would be named as members 
of the caucus committee tomorrow. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, ‘Aug. 9.—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATS£.—The 
Senate met today, and without trans- 
acting any business adjourned till to- 
morrow on the motion of Senator Gor- 
man. The yeas and nays were de- 
manded by Platt and resulted 48 to 21. 

The negative v were by Republi- 
cans, Senator Peffer of Kansas vot- 
ing with them, and Senator Kyle, the 
Populist of South Dakota, voting with 
the Democrats. The Democrats all 
voted for adjournment, and were 
joined by the following named Re- 
publicans: Senators Dubois of Idaho, 
Jones of Nevada, Perkins of Califor- 
nia, Power of Montana, Shoup of 
Idaho, Stewart of Nevada and Teller 
and Wolcott of Colorado. 

The chaplain’s opening prayer was a 
eulogy of the late Senator Stanford of 
California. 


THE COMMITTEES. 


Speaker Crisp Devoting His Time to Their 
Formation. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Speaker Crisp did not 
come to the Capitol today, but re- 
mained at home devoting the day to 
the formation of House committees. It 
is expected that, under the terms of 
the resolution adopted by the House 
yesterday, he will, tomorrow, announce 
the committees on Rules, Enrolled 
Bills, Mileage and Accounts. Mr. Crisp 
says that two or three Weeks must 
elapse before hte full list will be an- 

nounced, 


NOW AND THEN. 


Silverites Cilaima Discrepancy in President 
Cleveland's Silver Utterances. 

WASHINGTON. Aug. 9.—(By the 
Associated Press.) ‘“‘People are entitled 
to sound and honest money, abun- 
dantly sufficient In volume to supply 
their business needs, but whatever may 
be the form of the people’s currency, 
national or State. gold. silver or paper. 
it should be so regulated and guarded 
by governmental action or by wise and 
careful laws. that no one can be de- 
luded as to the certainty and stability 
of its value. Every dollar put into the 
hands of the people should be otf, the 
same intrinsic value or purchasing 
power. With this condition absolutely 
guaranteed, both gold and silver can 
be safely utilized upon equal terms in 
the adiustment of our currency.” 

The above is,an excerpt from Presi- 
dent Cleveland's letter of acceptance, 
and typewritten copies «are being passed 
among Congressman by the silver 
men. Gentlemen lIike Dockery and 
Blanchard of Louisiana sav that the 
President's message and his letter of 
acceptance do not jibe—that the letter ‘ 
is much more favorable to. silver 
than the messace.

THE ENGLISH PRESS. | 
President Cleveland's Message Meets Gener- 


ally With Its Approval. 

LONDON, 9.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The Daily News 
says: “In firmness of tone and un- 
compromising ‘0oroughness of policy, 
Cleveland’s message will fully ‘meet the 
expectations of the country. Chaplin’s 
and Balfour's 4rguments are practi- 
cally answered from the other side of 
the Atlantic. The President lets the 
fanatics down <asily: The suggestion 
is made that, 2lithough, perhaps, the 
larger place claimed for silver in the 
world’s currency may be brought out 
by general international co-operation, 


yet the United States will not gain a. 


hearing whilst trying to bring about 
the result single-handed. What our bi- 
metali‘stg will say of this terrible ex- 
posure of the failure of the great bi- 
metallic experiment, we need not at- 
It will probably ex- 


|ert a great effect upon the wavering 


members of the United States Con- 
grees, and bring about the complete 
repeal which the President advises. 
The President and Congress can only 
remove the original causes of the in- 
flation of prices and growth of rotten 
speculation which led to the present 
disasters. The latter cannot be imme- 
diately remedied by Congress. The 
panic of 1873 was followed by five or 
six years of depression. Unless mat- 
ters grow much worse than now, the 
present panic ought not to have equally 
severe or prolonged effects.”’ 

The Financial News says: -“Cleve- 
land's plea for the repeal of the Sher- 
man act is virtually unanswerable. 
The question whether the stoppage of 
monthly silver purchases would imme- 
diately end the crisis is not easy to an- 
swer. We are not inclined to reply off- 
hand in the affirmative. If the Ameri- 
can people show as much faith in their 
currency when the watering ceases as 
they did in the first two years of sil- 
ver purchases, the effect of the repeal- 
ing of the Sherman haw may be im- 
mediate. There is more reason for 
such faith now than in three years.” 

The Standard says: “If international 
bimetallism has not been brought 
about, the reason is that the balance 
of advantage or disadvantage is dead 
against it. The agreement to keep up 
a fixed ratio. between the two metals 
would certainly do much mischief. The 
latest chapter of the transatlantic cur- 
rency trickery may be read in Cleve- 
land’s message. Therein he sets forth 
in terms, the substantial accuracy of 
which cannot be contested, the con- 
fusion into which the indefinite sub- 
stitution of hoarded silver, always de- 
preciating in value, for the compara- 
tively staple gold @inage, has involved 
all transactions of which credit is the 
element. The moral, though we do not 
expect bimetallists to agree with us, is 
that it is infinitely safer and wiser to 
let the metals find their own level, and 
that it is hopeless, by any artificial, ar- 
bitrary system, to give permanently to 
silver a value in exchange largely ex- 
ceeding its value as determined by tha 
cost of production. It will truly be 
said that Cleveland fulminates against 
silver legislation, because he owes his 
election largely to the anti-silver party, 
but the fact remains to be explained 
why a community, which has had a 
long experience of the practical effect 
of artificial appreciation of silver, de- 
clared at the polls against a party com- 
mitted ‘to continuance of the experi- 
ment.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph says: “The 
President's message is a very striking 
document, and goes straight to the root 
of the disquiet or stagnation existing 
in America. Assuming that Congress 
will hasten to repeal the Sherman act, 
it is, perhaps, as well, in the interest of 
financial stability. everywhere, that the 
disastrous experience has gained.” 

The Post says: “America cannot 
well stop at the mere repeal of the 
Sherman act. The Post throws out no 
suggestion, but some action certainly 
is necessary. It is probable that the 
problem which the United States has 
to solve may lead, not to bimetallism, 
but to more mature unbiased consider- 
ation of the possible uses of silver. As 
part of the world’s currency, the metal 
cannot be demonetized with safety, and 
if, through America, some method for 
its more extended employment is de- 
vised, the benefits to the world would 
be of supreme importance.” 

The Daily Graphic says: ‘Yester- 
day's proceedings in the United States 
Congress and in the House of Cém- 
mons ought,to be read side by side. 
Cleveland's striking picture of the evil 
wrought by free siiver in the United 
States constitutes an effective answer 
to Chaplin's economic fallacies. It 
passes human comprehension that, in 
the face of a change of policy in the 
United States, English bimetallists 
should advocate @ return to free silver 
in India."’ 

The Times says: “It may, perhaps, 
be thought that the President, as the 
head of his party, and on the eve of a 
party fight, was not likely to under- 
State the case on which his party con- 
tempktes action. But it would be diffi- 
cult to convict him of exaggeration in 
the face of daily returns of American 
prices and exchanges. No permanent 
improvement can be looked for until 
Congress abandons the task of attempt- 
ing to mainfain an artificial ratio be- 
tween silver and gold. It is one of the 
mysteries of politics how a compara- 
tively small body of men has succeeded 
in dictating the financial policy of a 
great nation for its own ends. Presi- 
dent Cleveland is manifestly doing 
everything possible to terminate the 
evil, but the silver interest is certain 
to make a tough fight. It is not easy 
to predict the precise issue of the 
struggle.’ 


A NEW SENATOR. 


Collector A. L. New May Be Appointed from 
Wyoming. 

CHEYENNE (Wyo.,) Aug. 9.—(By 
the Asociated Press.) Gov. Osborne 
has decided not to @ppoint anyone to 
the senatorship made vacant by the 
resignation of Senator A. C Beckwith 
until the Senate shall have decided 
the question whether or not a Senator 
appointed after the failure of the 
State Legislature to elect is entitled 
to the seat. 

If the decision is favorable to seat- 
ing the appointee, it is definitely set- 
tled that the Governor will imme- 
diately name Revenue Collector A. L. 
New of the district of Colorado and 
Wyoming to fill the vacancy. Creden- 
tials will then at once be forwarded 
to New, who is now in Washington. 

Should the decision be adverse to 
seating the appointed Senator, it is 
expected that the Governor will at once 
convene a special session of the Legis- 
lature to elect a Senator. 


BUYING GOLD. 


Armour & 1Co. Make a New Departure by 
Buying European Gold. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press:) Armour & Co., today, 
bought $500,000 in gold in Europe for 
immediate importation. It is said to 
be the first purchase of the kind by 
a purely commercial house. The com- 
pany contemplates further purchases. 
The move is said to be in interest of 
relieving the financial stringency. 


IN DEMAND. 


WASHINGTON, Aus. the 
Associated Press.) Today's offers of 
silver to the treasury were 357,000 
ounces. The amount purchased was 
117,000 ounces at $0.7515, and the same 


price waa tendered for the remainder. 
The price patd today was an advance 
of 4% cents over the price paid on 
August (2. Purchases thus far this 
month aggregate 851.000 ounces. 

The tendency of silver, according to 
London advices received at the trena- 
ury, is “upward.”" This advance is ac- 
counted for here largely by the heavy

Wall street received 
a disagreeable surprise this morning 
in the shape of a notice from the 
Associated National Banks that they 
had unanimously decided to increase 
the rates on call loans of recent dace 
to 12 per cent., and those of long 
standing to 10 per cent. They say 
the reason for this is that so many 
borrowers have laid down on them, 
that it is necessary for self-protection. 


A Millionaire Insolvent. 
LEBANON (Pa.,) Aug. 9.—Robert H. 
Coleman, the iron millionaire, and his 
wife have executed a deed of assign- 
ment. The liabilities are about $3,500,-

NEAL LEADING. 


Ohio Democrats are Divided on

CINCINNATI, Aug. 9.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Will the Democracy of 
Ohio stand by President Cleveland or 
by the platform on which he was 
elected? That is the question to be 
solved within the next thirty-six hours, 
and there is no man, in or out of Ohio, 
who can predict the results with con- 
fident. accuracy. Half a dozen candi- 
dates are in the field. 

Neal, who framed the tariff plank in 
the last Democratic national platform, 
and who is a rabid silver coinage man, 
is in the lead. Neal has declared that 
he will abide by the Chicago plat- 
form, and his followers are Democrats 
of the unt@rrified stamp, who ‘will stick 
to him as long as there is a show of 
his* nomination. 

Ex-Gov. Campbell and his friends 
make no denial of the fact that they 
are with the administration, and that 
they are out to beat Neal. Campbell 
himself will not be a candidate, but it 
is said he will support Charles W. 
Baker of Cincinnati. A lively fight is 
expected in the convention for all of- 
fices, as plenty of candidates are seek- 
ing them. 

Some members of the Platform Com- 
mittee have received instructions to 
uphold the policy of the administra- 
tion, both as to the finances and to 
the tariff. The committee is now 
locked up in a room in the Grand 
Hotel preparing a platform. It is ex- 
pected that a hot fight will be made 
by the silver men for free silver. 

Later.—A complete change of front 
by the Platform Committee is causing 
comment.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Washouts That Demoralized Traffic Through 
New Mexico. 

SANTA FE (N. M.,) Aug. 9.—(By the 
Associated Press.) It is probable $40,- 
000 will cover the damage by recent 
washouts to railway lines in New Mex- 
ico. Five days’ mail, due from Grant 
and Sierra counties, is tied up at Silver 
City, Hillsboro and interior points by 
washouts on the Silver City, Deming 
and Lake Valley branches. Between 
Rincon and southern points there are 
also small breaks on the Southern Pa- 
cific. Just west of Deming, seven miles 
of track is gone. No trains havé passed 
here for four days. On the Texas and 
Pacific, east of El Paso, trains began 
after over 
four days’ tie-up. The Mexican Cen- 
tral also suffered damage from a cloud- 
burst. Yesterday afternoon the storm 
that came up the Rio Grande Valley 
caused another washout on the Santa 
Fe just north of Albuquerque, and all 
Atlantic and Pacific trains are delayed 
by washouts in Western New Mexico. 

MORE RATE REDUCTIONS. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) An agreement has been 
reached by the Utah-Colorado commit- 
tee of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion for a further reduction in passen- 
ger rates. From Missouri River points 
to Utah common points, the round-trip 
rate will hereafter be $45 in both direc- 
tions. One-way rate will be $25. Be- 
tween Colorado and Utah common 


points, the round-trip rate will be.3$%,* 


and the one-way rate $16. These rates 
will be applicable only on strictly lim- 
ited tickets.

Giovernment Ownership of Railroads 

The suggestion of the Populists that 
the gavernment should issue bonds to 
thus relieving 
the financial stringency and giving the 
people cheap transportation at one 
blow, will meet with some encourage- 
ment cutside the ranks of the Peonle’s 
party. Fort ’ten years or more there 
has been a steady undercurrent of agi- 
tation in the United States in faver of 
gevernment ownership or control of 
the railroads, The railroads themselves 
have largely caused this sentiment, for, 
as a rule, they have not cansulted the 
interests of the people to that extent 
Which might have been expected from 
corporations which draw their income 
directly from the people at larg®. The 
only serious argument which is heard 
against government ownership or con- 
trol is that it would add immensely to 
the political power of the administra- 
tion. This would certainly be a most 
powerful and effective objection to such 
a plan, if it is admitted that there is 
no way out of the difficulty. Those who 
favor the plan point, however, to the 
success of government railroads in vari- 
ous countries of the Old World, where 
the question of politics never enters 
inta the railroad or telegraph services, 
the employees continuing in position 
through changes of administration, and 
voting just as they please. 

The question is altogether too im- 
mense and important a one to be set- 
tled off hand, either one way or the 
other, but it. will undoubtedly come to 
the surface henceforth with ever-recur- 
ring frequency. As to the enormous 
advantage which would inure to the 
people—especially to the producers of 
the country—from a system of iron 
highways which would, like the Post- 
office Department, be run for the can- 
venience of the people, and not for the 
enrichment of a few individuals, there 
can be no question of doubt. But. as 
Stated, the question is'a vast one to 
handle, involving as it does figures that 
run into the higher branch of mathe 
matics. Congress will have to finish its 
lessons on silver and tariff before it at- 
tempts to take up any other lines of 
study. 


Plenty of Products. 

While the cry of hard times goes 
up on every hand California is ship- 
ping products in larger quantities than 
ever before. The shipments of wheat 
to Port Costa during the month of 
July were, in round figures, 4000 cars, 
er 1300 cars more than the railroad 
ever hauled in any previous month of 
its history. The agents report that 
they will need a hundred cars a day for 
the present month of August, and the 
demand for transportation is so press- 
ing that the company has had to take 
off its gravel trains and use flat cars 
for the carriage of grain. Simultane- 
ously, 1550 carloads of fruit were dis- 
patched East from Sacramento between 
the beginning of the season and Aug- 
ust 1. During the same period last 
year the shipments of fruit were 1100 
ears; this year's increase thus 40 
per cent. Strings of empty cars are 
coming West to- replace the rolling 
stock which is being dispatched from 
this Coast. The railroad company is 
using larger cars than it did: cars 
which carry twelve tons, besides ice.

ASSESSMENTS. 


Work of the Board of 
Equalization. 


An Important Opinion Submitted 
by the City Attorney. 


Several Questions of Law Consid- 
ered and Passed Upon. 


A Lively Debate Over the Petition of the 
Bank of America for a Reduction— 
Several Other Petitions 
Presented. 


The~-Board of Equalization continued 
its session yesterday, and disposed of a 
good deal of business. The morning 
session was devoted to the bank cases, 
most of which were finally settled. A 
heated controversy arose over the pe- 
tition of, the Bank of America to have 
its assessment of $30,000 on solvent 
credits reduced to $737. The bank was 
represented by Cashier George H. 
Stewart and R. H. F. Variel, Esq. The 
question was as to whether large sums 
of money on hand had been changed 4o 
currency to escape taxation. The de- 
bate was decidedly warm at times, and 
there were several lively tilts between 
Chairman Nickell‘and Mr. Vuriel, when 
the attorney attempted to lecture the 
board. Finally a vote was taken and 
the petition was granted by one vote. 

During the progress of the debate on 
this case the following opinion was pre- 
sented by the City Attorney: . 

To the Board of Equalization of the 
City of Los Angeles—Gentlemen: In 
answer to your inquiry of the 4th as 
to whether or not the following asscss- 
ments are legal: 

First—The assessment of $135,000, 


solvent credits secured by Southern Pa-’ 


cific first mortgage bonds as collateral, 
assessed to the Los Angeles Savings 
Bank. - 

Second—An item of premium on 
United States government bonds as- 
sessed to same bank. 

Third—An item of $50,000 of United 
States treasury certificates issued by 
the United States subtreasury of San 
Francisco, assessed to the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank. 

Fourth—An item of $38,000, Spring 
Valley Waterworks first mortgage 
bonds and Southern Pacific first mort- 
gage bonds, assessed to same bank. 

Fifth—As to what constitutes a spe- 
cial deposit, and whether or not the 
$200,000 claimed by said bank as a spe- 
cial deposit of United States treasury 
notes, and if the $91,000 of the same 
bank, claimed as a special deposit in 
New York, must be so regar . 

First—Section 3627 of the ‘Political 
Code provides that a mortgage, deed 
of trust, etc., by which a debt is se- 
cured on real estate, shall, for the 
purposes of taxation, be deemed and 
treated as an interest in the property 
affected thereby, and the amount 
thereof shall be deducted from the as- 
sessed value of the real property, but 
taxed to the holder thereof in the 
county in which the property is situ- 
ated. This section, however, provides 
that no such deduction shall be made 
in case of railroad or other quasi pub- 
lic corporations. The Spring Valley 
Waterworks Company, being a quasi 
public corporation, it follows that its 


bonds, as well as those of the railroad 


company, can be taxed as a credit, and 
not as an interest in real estate, and 
these are properly assessed against the 
banks here. This applies to the $38,000 
assessed to the Farmers’ and Mer- 
chants’ Bank, as well as those assessed 
to the Los Angeles Savings Pank. 
Even if the railroad bonds could not be 
so assessed, the loan made by the Los 
Angeles Savings Bank, with these 
bonds as collateral, is assessable as its 
loan, it being made not upon real es- 
tate, but upon a note secured by a 
mortgage upon real estate as collateral. 

Second—Is the premium upon gov- 
ernment bonds assessed against , the 
different banks to the amount of 10 per 
cent. above their par value assessable 
as such premium? In view of the fact 
that the item of premium of govern- 
ment bonds, as. well as that of gold 
certificates, were added by the assessor 
in the absence of a definite opinion 
upon the subject, I will give my rea- 
sons for the opinion I have formed 
upon the subject: Section 3701 of the 
United States Statutes provides that, 
‘‘All stocks, bonds, treasury notes and 
other obligations of the United States 
shall be exempt from taxation by or 
under State or municipal or local au- 
thority.” There can be no question 
that the bonds themselves are not tax- 
able, but it is claimed that, inasmuch 
as the bond is worth $1.10 on the $1, 
the 10 cents can be taxed, for the 
reason that the obligation of the gov- 


| ernment is only to the extent of the 


par value. This would be so if the 
premium was severable from the prin- 
cipal, or was an independent obliga- 
tion possessing any value inde- 
pendent of the obligation itself. I 
eannot see how this intarigible, fluctu- 
ating adjunct of the bond so insepar- 
ably dependent upon the bond for its 
existence, having no value whatever 
except when taken together with the 
bond, can be taxed without taxing the 
bond itself. Sec. 3701 does not pro- 
vide that the: value of the obligation 
of the government cannot be assessed 
but that the obligation itself cannot 

The obligation is the only foun- 
dation for the existence of such a 
thing as the premium and the premium 
is but a part of the value of the obli- 
gation. If taxed at all it must be as 
a credit. Sec. 3617 of the Political 
Code defines a credit to be those sol- 
vent debts not secured by mortgage. 
This premium is not a debt or the 
promise to pay of anyone. The only 
promise is that contained in the bond 
which promise cannot be taxed. But 
even if it should be held that this 
premium was a species of property in- 
dependent of the bond, Sec. 9 of article 
13, State Constitution, prohibits the 
raising of a note or mortgage, solvent 
credit or Other obligation above its 
face value for the purposes of taxa- 
tion. If an ordinary taxable obliga- 
tion cannot be raised.above its face 
value for the purposes of taxation, how 
can a non-taxable obligetion of the 
government be so raised? For these 
reasons [ am of the opinion that the 
premium on government bonds is not 
taxable. 

Third—The gold coin certificates re- 
ferred to are issued under the provis- 
ions of section 254 of Revised Statutes 
of the United States, which provides 
that the Secretary of the Treasury, the 
Treasurer or assistant treasurer is 
authorized to receive deposits of gold 
coin or bullion in sums of not less than 
$20, and to issue certificates therefor, 
which certifiates shall be receivable 
for customs or import duties. These 
certificat@ recite the deposit of ‘the 
gold and contain a promise to return 
the same upon demand. The only ques- 
tion to be determined is, are they obli- 
gations of the government, and, if so, 
they come under the provisions of sec- 
tion 3701, above cited, and are not tax- 
able. They are certainly not the obli- 
gation “of the Treasurer or assistant 
treasurer who signed them, who are 
but ministerial agents of the govern- 
ment. The government receives the 
benefit of the gold deposited, and prom- 
ises to return the same. An obligation 
is a promise, an undertaking, a duty, 
and Congress, in defining the crimes 
against the operations of the govern- 
ment, has, in section 5413, Revised 
Statutes, defined an ‘‘obligation or se- 
curity to be any bond, 
cate. of deposit, . . . issued under 
any act of Congress.’’ These certificates 
of deposit are authorized by Congress, 
are a part of the financial system 
adopted by the government, and are, 
in my opinion, not taxable. _ 

Fourth—As to.the special deposits

of $200,000 and $91,000 claimed

notes and consequently non-taxable. 
a special deposit differs from a gen- 
eral deposit in that the special de- 
posit is not mixed or mingled with the 
ordinary deposits or funds of the 
bank, but retains its identity and is 
kept intact to be delivered to the de- 
positor in individye. Where an ordi- 
nary deposit of money is made with 
the bank the title to the Same passes 
to the bank, and the depositor loses 
all right to the custody of the partic- 
ular money and becomes only a cred- 
itor for the amount; while when a 
special deposit is made the bank does 
not acquire title to -the property so 
deposited, or the right to use the 
same, but becomes a bailee of the de- 
positor, who still retains the title to 
the identical things deposited. 
Whether these two deposits referred 
to were general or special is for you 
to determine from the evidence 
brought before you. (In case you 
Should find that they were special de-

No Baseball at Athletic Park 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


Sacramentos Refuse to Come South Uniess 
They are Given a Guarantee—The 
Outlook is Decidedly ; 
Discouraging. 


The few admirers of the great na- ° 
tional game who went down to Ath- 
letic Park yesterday afternoon  re- 
ceived a sore disappointment, as owing» 
to the non-arrival of the team 
orm Sacramefito, there was no game. . 
Indeed it is hardly probable that there . 
will be any professional baseball . 
Played in this city until Friday or Sat- 
urday, if indeed again this season. 

The fact is that the present outlook 
for leasue baseball in Los Angeles is 
very discouraging. The failure of the 
Sacramento team to come down is due 
to Manager Hammond's refusal to give 
an absolute guarantee of $100 above ex- 
penses, as demanded by Manager 
Moore of the northern combination. 

It appears that when the local team 
was North last trip an agreement was 
entered into between the managers of 
San Francisco, Oakland and Los An- 
geles, whereby the home manager in 
each was to give this guarantee to the 
visiting club. Sacramento did not join. 
in the agreement at that time, but on 
last Monday Manager Moore wired 
Hammond ingauiring what amount 
he could depend on in the event of this 
week's games not proving profitable. 
Hammond replied he would ve any 
guarantee which the Sacrameflo man- 
ager would duplicate upon tle Angele 
again visiting the capital. Back from 
the North came the answer that no 
guarantee would be given by Sac- 
ramento. but that Los Angeles must 
secure the northern manager for $100 
or the team would not come down. 

This is the status of affairs as far 
as the Los Angeles-Sacramento sertes. 
is concerned. However. it is a well- 
known fact that baseball has been a 
poorly paying proposition inthis city 
for some time owing. doubtless, in part 
at least. to the fact that a large number 
of that class of people who most pat- 
ronize the games are now out of town. 
either at the beaches. mountains, or at- 
tending the World’s Fair. There has 
been a small but constant deficit at all 
attempts to balance the expense ac- 
count bv the gate receipts. There has 
been considerable talk within the last 
two days of disbanding the local team 
altogether, but as it is now too late for 
the players to get any new engage- 
ments this season, they have decided 
to make one more effort to play ball. 
Manager Hammond will now retire 
and the club will, if possible, be run 
as a sort of co-operative concern the 
remainder of the season. 

A number of business men have ex- 
pressed themselves as willing to lead 
a subscription list for liberal sums 
rather than have the team go under 
and the consequent black eve be given 
to the city. 

Manager Hammond and Capt. Glen- 
alvin were interviewed last evening by 
a Times reporter, to whom they made 
a etatement of the facts as above, and 
further said that several good men 
would begin early this morning upon a 
canvass for financial support. They 
claim that if $1000 can be secured in 
cash and pledges the team can _ be 
maintained until the return of the 
pleasure-seekers from the coast and 
elsewhere and the struggle for the pen- 
nant be continued. 

There will at least be no game to- 
day, but if sufficient encouragement 
is received by the soliciting committee 
today, Capt. Glenalvin thinks it more 
than probable that the series may open 
on Friday, when a good crowd might 
reasonably be expected, it being the 
regular ladies’ day. 

Capt. Glenalvin leaves today for the 
East. where he is obliged to go in order. 
to accompany his wife, who is very 
sick. to her home and parents at 
Wheeling. W. Va. He savs that if the 
trip does not further unsettle her 
health. he will return as soon as pos- 
sible and join the team, vrovided it 
is still in existence. 

What will be the outcome of the pres- 
ent trouble can hardlv be guessed at 
and will depend entirely upon the re- 
sults of the next two or three days work 
soliciting for funds. 

The following Associated Press dis- 
patch from.San Francisco. outlining 
the situation from a northern point of 
view. was received yesterday: ' 

‘“There is trouble in the California 
Baseball League, and the indications 
are that. unless something is done 
soon. the league will go to pieces. The 
difficult’ is all about the poor atten- 
dance at games in Los Angeles. 

The teams from the northern part of 
the State. when playing in Los Ange- 
les. divided the receipts and. according 
to their managérs, have not made 
enough to pay expenses. Accordingly, 
Oaklan& and Sacramento have notified 
Los Angeles that they would not go 
down there to play unless they. re- 
ceived a guarantee of $100 above ex-. 
penses. 

This was refused. and accordingly 
the Sacramento team. which was to 
have gone South last night, did not 
start. Unless Los Angeles gives in to- 
day Sacramento will not play there, 
Of course such actions will break up 
the echedule. and if the leazue does not 
break up as a result, there is talk of 
transferring the Los Angeles team to 
Stockton, thus saving a long trip 
South.

A Cowardly Assassination Which Occurred 
at Lower Duarte.

Pedro and the proprietor of the 
ranch were both seated so as to be 
nearly in line with the corner of the 
house. Suddenly a shot was heard, and 
Pedro was seen to fall forward. It 
was found that he had been shot from 
the back. He lived only about two 
hours. 

The young man was not known to 
have any enemies, and it was thought 
that the shot was intended for the pro- 
prietor. 

Tracks were found leading away from 
the corner of the house into a cornfield, 
where the traces of them were lost. . 

Coroner Cates and Sheriff Cline were 
both notified, and an inquest was held 
yesterday morning. The jury rendered 
a verdict of death by a gunshot wound 
by, parties unknown.

According to the time set, hearing 
on the motion to suspend proceedings 
in the Southern Pacific land cases was 
taken up yesterday afternoon before 
Judge Ross in the United States Dis- 
trict Court. J. H. Call, who offered 
the motion in behaif of many of the 
defendants, was present to urge his 
side of the cause, while J. S. Redding, 
Eeq.. of San Francisco and Jay E. 
Hunter, Esq., appeared as representa- 
tives of the railruad company. The 
question in dispute, which has given 
rise to the action, is the ownership 
of some two hundred thousand acres 
of land up in Fresno and adjoining 
counties which the railroad company 
claim as a part of their original in- 
demnity grants. When the govern- 
ment set aside certain lands for the 
railroad it provided, in addition 
to the original grant, in order to 
make good to the company the loss 
sustained through the withdrawal of 
the mineral and other sections which 
could not be included in the survey, 


such being prohibited by law, that a 
‘pecond grant should be made to ex- 


tend for ten miles beyond the limits 


‘of the primary grant in the odd sec- 
Aions. About six years ago settlers be- 


‘gan to take up this land inside the 
limits of the secondary grant, and the 
commissioner at Washington sanc- 
tioned the settlement, although the 
railroad company sent in many pro- 
tests against anyone being allowed to 
lay claim to what had been declared 
to be their sole property. Further 
than this they were powerless, it ap- 
pears, to interfere until the govern- 
ment had issued a patent to the set- 
tlers. The patents were issued about 
two years ago, and the company at 
once filed their papers in the suit that 
has led up to the issue now pending, 
which includes some sixty or more 
cases. Action was brought against 
each of the settlers, Mrs. Araiza being 
one of the heaviest land holders. On 
the case against the latter it was 
tacitly agreed that the causes of each 
defendant should be submitted, and a 
large number of briefs were filed on 
the demurrer to the bill of complaint 
therein as embracing analogous and 
almost identical circumstances, and 
points of defense. It was understood 
that all were prepared to. stand or 
fall on the decision in the Araiza case. 
Then Judge Ross*overruled the de- 
murrer and in his opinion filed at the 


time outlined very minutely the claims 


of the company, sustaining the same 
as betng well-founded and thoroughly 
supported by previous decisions of the 
Supreme Court. When the defendants 
found that the tide was turning 
against them some, through their at- 
torney, J. H. Call, Esq., made the 
‘motion for arrest of judgment, desir- 
ing that some other case, be taken as 
a test aside from the Araiza cause. 
This motion was argued at consid- 
erable length yesterday by Messrs. 
Redding and Call. The former, as the 
legal representative of the railread 
company, showed no inclination to 
force the whole number of cases to an 
immediate’ decision, and Mr. Call with- 
drew his motion, it being ordered and 
d. that in one other of the cases 
ten days be given to answer, and that 
im the remainder. that time be ex- 
tended. This will see the same re- 
sult accomplished as was intended in 
the motion made by Mr. Call, for now 
the particular case will come to trial 
and be appealed and a final decision 
had before the others are dealt with. 
Mr. Redding, in speaking of the mat- 
ter to a Times reporter yesterday, said: 
The railroad company, I am assured, 
has no desire to harass or impose un- 
due hardships upon the settlers who 
appear as defendants in these cases. 


_ it is anxious that they be put to as 


little expense as possible, and does not, 
and never has, placed the burden of 
costs of litigation upon them where it 
can be avoided.”’ 

“How about the statement quoted in 
a San Francisco paper giving yourself 
@s authority that the lands would be 
resold to the settlers at a nominal 
price, say for 50 cents or $1 per acre?”

It happened when the Confed- 
erates occupied West Virginia. A 
detachment under the command of 
Stonewall Jackson occupied the town 
where she was, and, tearing down the 
Stars and Stripes, hoisted Jackson’s 
camp flag on the staff in the public 
square. Mrs. Morris, although a loyal 
Northerner, was stopping with a Con- 
federate lady, and with the help of a 
servant she went out one dark and 
rainy night and pulled down the flag 
and secreted it. Jackson raised quite a 
disturbance, but did not find out who 
did it. The flag was given by Mrs. 
Morris to Capt. W. H. Sallada of Santa 
Barbara, who has it in his war museum 
here. The flag was exhibited to the 
audience, who enjoyed very much the, 
as yet, unpublished war incident Mrs. 
Morris related. 

This year’s encampment has run very 
far ahead of the five previous ones. 
The number of tents inthe encampment 
at Ventura last year was ninety. This 
year it is 176, nearlydouble.

The department 
officers agree in saying that this 
is the most successful encamp- 
ment in every way that has yet been 
held. Its fame has gone far beyond the 
limits of California, and next year will 
see many Eastern G. A R. men time 
their visit to California so as to meet 
with the Southern California Encamp- 
ment Association.
